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Ix the important fcience of human na- 
ture, WASHINGTON Was an experimental phi- 
lofopher. His knowledge of men was not 
drawn from clofét theories, but irom a long 
courfe of aétua) experience and vigilant ob- 
{ervation of human nature, as it 1s exhibited 
in camps and inthe various grades of lite.— 
And hence, as on the one hand, he nobly ex- 
tended and dire&ted his views to the general 
good, fo, on the other, his confidence was ve- 
ry feldom miplaced. Hence alfo, his polit- 
ical maxims are pra€lical leffon€ of wifdom, 
and his folemn admonitions and warnings to 
his fellow-countrymen, have already proved 
40 be oracular. 

The addrefs of that great and good man, 
the friend and father of jus country, to the 
people of the United States, on his declining 
a re-eleétion to the prefidency, may weil be 
called “* America’s Legacy,’ and is worthy 
‘to be written in letters of gold. Itis acom- 
pendium of the foundeft politics. —It deline- 
ates, with precifion, the path that leads to 
public happinefs, and, in the mean time, 
points out to the peaple the dangers and_ the 
ruin to which they are expofed, from the 
violence of their own party paffions, from 
the quackery of innovators, and trom the 
cunning intrigues of fpurious patriots.— 
Seemingly with the fpirit of prophecy,’ it 
points to the very {cenes which are now aét- 
ing. As I think it highly important, partic- 
ularly ‘at this folemn crifis in our public af- 
feirs, I fhall endeavor to ‘call the public ats 

















tention toa number of paffages in this pre- 
cious legacy. The fentiments, which are 
herein contained, are offered, by the venera- 
ble chief, “ to our folemn confideration, and 
are recommended to our frequent review !” 
aud he wifhed them to be received ae ** the 
difinterefled warnings of a parting friend, 
who eould pofhibly have no perfonal motives 
to bias his counfel.”’ 

The addrefs, fpeaking of the federal union, 
fays, ‘* It is a main pillar in the edifice of 
your real independence, the fupport of your 
tranquility at home, your peace abroad ; of 
your fafety ; of your profperity ; of that ve- 





ry liberty which you fo highly prize. 
But as it is eafy to forefee, that from differ- 
ent caufes and different quarters, much pains 
will be taken, many artifices employed to 
weaken in your minds the convi€tion of this 
truth; as this 1s the point in your political 
fortrefs againft which the batteries of internal 
and external enemies Will be moft confiantly 
and aétively (though often covertly and in- 


fidrouysly) dire€ied, it is of infinite montent, 


that vou fhould properly eftimate the im- 
menfe value of your national union, to your 
collective and individual happinefs ; that you 
fhould cherifh a cordial, habitual and immove. 
able attachment to it ; accuftoming your- 
felves to think and {peak of it as the palladium 
of your political fafety and profperity ; 
watching for its prefervation with jealous 
anxiety ; difcountenancing whatever may 
fuggeft even a fufpicion that it can in any e- 
vent be abandoned—and indignantly trown- 
ing upon thefirft dawning of every attempt 
to alienate any portion of our country from 
the rel, or to enfeeble the facred tres which 
now link together the various parts.” 

Thefe are the fentiments of WASHINGTON, 
refpeéting the importance of our national un. 
ion and the dangers of its diffolution, 
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Now, be it remembered, that the federal 
conftitution 1s the only uniting potnt. It 
is the facred band that binds together all the 
feveral ftates.— Confequently, to defiroy this 
conflitution, would be to deftroy the union : 
— Weakening this conftitution is weakening

really does, that is, that the decifion of the 
king, lords and commons is the conftitution, 
or, in other words that PARLIAMENT IS OM- 
NIPOTENT, this repealing meafure would then 
reit upon its EXPEDIENCY alone and that ¢A/5 
would be properly determinable by the con 
ftituted legiflative authorities; but, when I 
fee {uch a clgufe in the conftitution as this, 
that * the judges bath of the fupreme and in- 








: ferior courts fhall hold their offices during l 
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good behavior, and fhall, at ftated times, re- 
ceive tor their fer vices a compenfation which 
fhall not be diminifhed during their continu- 
ance in office :” underftanding the fanétion. 
ed acceptation of the term during good be- 
havior, and wholly laying afide other eluci- 
dating claufes which might be brought in aid, 
when I fee fucha claufe as this inthe confttiu- 
tion, whiclris the mandatory re{cript of the 
people of thefe United States to their members 
of Congreis and their Prefident, I hefitate not 
to fay, that in my mind, if this law pafs, the 
conflituiton is violeted: what matters it to 
me, or the reit of my fellow-citizens, who 
violates it? Every violation, from whatever 
fource, faps its foundations. Every man in 
fociety is bound to lupport it, whilft it remain 
the /upreme law of the land. 1 confider it, 
unleis a better, and untila better can be got, 
as the fateguard of myfelf and my pofterity, 
and I contefs I do not tec} eafy at feeing an 
attempt to {wallow up in the legiflative or 
executive voriex what I deem the centre pillar 
of the CONSTITUTION, and in an even 
courfe of future experiment the fecurity and 
protection of the people, to wit, the judiciary. 

One thing more: I amtold that I have 

faid that the gentlemen who have advocated 
this repeal were knaWes or fool. If 1 did ufe 
this language, andthe veracity of the gentle- 
man who afferts it induces a beliet that [ muft, 
itis attributable to the warmth of converfa- 
tion, and merely expreffive of the decifive 
conviction which I fee!, and then felt, on the 
ubject. It was certainly not proper to ap- 
ply /uch, or erther of the epithets to gentle- 
men clothed in the honorable mantle of their 
country’s confidence; individually applied, 
my perfonal acquaintance with fome few 
members of the national legiflature, would 
compel me g@P apologize for the harfhnefs of 
this expreflion, whilft I ftili take leave to fay, 
that in this meafure I think them wrong, ra- 
lically wrong, and fhall forever think fo, 
whillt the feétion which I have cited remains 
a part of the conftitution of the United States 
of America. 

I have condemned toa, and do condemn 
the conduét of the majority in Congrefs in 
refufing the difcuffion which has been preffed 
tor by the minority, upon the fubjeét of tax- 
ation.. I mean the contemplated repeal of the 
internal taxes, many of which are upon the 
luxuries of life, whilft,as the minority con- 
tead, the taxes on the neceflaries of lite, {alt, 
lugar, &c. are per force, to be retained. 

If uineteen-twentieths of the United States’ 
fegi(lature were to concur in the repeal of the 
judiciary law, with the immortal Henry, I 
will fay, that I would, with manly firmnels, 
and in ** f{pite of” (what I at leaft deem) ‘an 
erring legiflature, rejeét their decifion ;” and 
1am free to declare, on the other point, that 
I 6.nceive it to be the purty of our !egiflators 
'o meet that difcuffion which, fought frem 
ewther fide, will tend to enlighten their con- 
itituents, Whet ver the one party in. Con- 
grels may think of the other, in a perfonal 
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point of view, and particularly the leaders in 
that body it is a facred duty which they owe 
to the PROPLE to let them underltand the 
grounds upon which their meafures, or thofe 


meafures fought to be enforced by them, are | 


predicated. 

I have here made an avowa! of mv prefent 
political impreffions. They are at leatt hon- 
eft impreffions, and my fellow-citizens will 
judge of their propriety. I can only fay, 
that every man ought to preferve the moft 
perteét freedom of opinion, and that I would 
not facrifice one iota of deliberate mental! de- 
cifion, to fill any office under the federal or 
flate government. ¢ 

I am well] aware that I may be drawing on 
myfelf an attack from the critics of the day, 
who have leifure to devote to an expofition of 
the faults of their fellowecitizens; but I muft 
beg it to be underftood, that Lam not bound 
to an{wer them.

with the money he has on hand, and what by 
felling off a part of his animal ftock, is near- 
ly able to pay for it.- Is it beft for A to 





double his produce by purchafing iis neigh. | 
bour’s tarm, or by increafing the cultivation | 


of that which he already poffelles ?-———The 
niwer 1s ealy, 

If A fhould purchafe the premifes he would 
double the neceflary expence of cultivation, 
and, at the fame time, would diminifh and e- 
ven deftroy his means ; fo that he would have 
much care and toil, with little profit. Where- 
as it he {hould befttow his means tn increafing 
the cidtivation and richnefs and thereby 
doubling the produce of the farm, which he 
already poffeffes, he might raife and harvefl 
the fame quantity of crops, with much lefs 
toiland expence, and fo might live a happier 
and more independent life. 

It see rftumber of inhabitants in this Coun- 
ty (Columbia) were to be doubled, and the 
quantity of agricultural labour were to b: 
proportionably inereafed, fo that ali the fuita. 
ble lands therein fhould be brought into 
{tate of good cultivation, this increale of pop- 
ulation would by no means tend toa genera 
impoverithment ; tor that increafed number, 
if induftrious, would fo multiply the fruits of 
the foil, that they would have as good, or 4 
better living than the prefent inhabitants er- 
joy : and, at the fame time, their compa&- 
nefs would give them fuperior focial a-wanta- 
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ges and particularly the advantage of eafily 
upporting good {chools inevery neighbour- 
hood ‘A thing of the firft :mportance, and 
which, among people thinly {cattered, is im- 
practicable, 

It often happens, that men ftrive and even 
run.in debt to extend their farms, by reafon 
that they wifh to fettle their fons around 





them. This, however, is a wrong calcula.- 
tion. A young man who fettles on a farm, 
under 


his father’s wing, depending on his di- 
rection and patronage, is ufually much lefs 
eapable and enterprifing than he might be, if 
he fhould take a ftand at fome diftance and 
depend on his own exertions. And e[pe- 
cially when feveral fons fettle themfelves a- 


|round their father and‘on the fame farm, 


(however large it may be) they are like young 
fuckers or fhoots, growing under the fhade of 
an old apple-tree, which while they exhauh
